Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art shows or teaches an optical disk recording apparatus forming a mark 
having a length equivalent to an even number times the basic clock period and a mark 
having a length equivalent to an odd number clock period, the odd number being 
greater than the even by one, the even mark being formed by a pulse train generated 
with a period twice the basic clock period, the odd mark is formed by a pulse train in 
sync with the basic clock.
